ORDERS: State size desired and give specific 
shipping instructions—whether by freight, ex- 
press or motor, date of delivery and to whom 
notice of delivery and invoice are to be sent.

Azaleas and Rhodo- 
dendrons having a natural ball are protected 
with paper. 

All specimen stock is 
shipped balled and burlapped except small Box- 
wood and Lilacs. These items are mossed. 
TRANSPORTATION. All shipments are ade- 
quately packed and shipped over the Central 
New Jersey or Pennsylvania Railroads, or by 
motor freight.
